“The emperor was pleased to receive 
the American ambassador on June 7 
and gave benevolent attention to Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt’s Initiative which had, 
moreover, met an equally sympathetic 
reception on the part of friendly pow­ 
ers.

Japan was equally disposed to accept 
President Roosevelt’s proposal, which

The assassin, 
who was immediately arrested, said 
he committed the deed in revenge for 
the stringent measures taken by Pre­ 
mier Delyannis against the gambling 
houses, 
all of which recently 
were 
closed. 
The 
premier 
arrived 
at the

trance of the chamber in a carriage. 
Gherakaris 
approached, saluted 
the 
premier and opened the carriage door. 
The premier was in the act of thank­ 
ing Gherakaris for his courtesy when 
the gambler plunged a long dagger in­ 
to M. Delyannis’ abdomen, inflicting 
a frightful wound. 
The 
murderer 
was 
immediately 
overpowered by the attendants. Medi­ 
cal assistance was 
quickly secured 
and the wounded statesman was taken 
to a Red Cross station, where an opera­ 
tion was performed in an effort to stop 
the internal hemorrhage. 
This was 
unsuccessful and 
Premier Delyannis 
died at 7:30 o’clock. 
The news 
quickly spread 
and it 
would be impossible to describe the 
popular evidences of sorrow or the 
anger of the crowd, who attempted to 
lynch 
the 
assassin. 
Lynching 
was 
prevented 
by 
the gendarmes, who 
rushed their prisoner from the build­ 
ing to prison. 
About 20,000 persons saw the body 
of the premier taken from 
the Red 
Cross station to his 
late residence. 
Members 
of the cabinet and 
of the 
chamber of deputies were among the 
crowd, inauy of them weeping. 
The cabinet met in the evening and 
It was decided that the body should lie 
in slate in the chamber before inter­ 
ment. 
King George, who is at Tatoi, was 
informed of the assassination and an- 
nounced that he would at once return 
to Athens.

LITTIE NAPOLEON OF 
THE LABOR MOVEMENT 
Thus was Samuel Gompers Eulogiz­ 
ed in a Speech by E. W. Mc­ 
Ewen Yesterday Afternoon 


SOME 
STRONG 
RESOLUTIONS 


Convention Wrestling with the Ques= 
tion of the Election of President 
This Afternoon 


Yesterday afternoon’s session of the 
State Federation convention proved to 
be a most interesting one. The busi­ 
ness was practically in the nature of 
passing 
upon 
numerous resolutions, 
some of which were of a very interest­ 
ing character. 
Chief among these was 
that which eulogized Samuel Gompers 
as the Napoleon of union labor, and the 
American Federation as the safeguard 
of the American labor movement, and 
was as follows: 
“The Minnesota State Federation of 
Labor, in annual convention assembled, 
sends greeting to the toilers of the state 
and bids them continue to labor and en­ 
dure till the day when their true rela­ 
tion toward the industries of the people 
shall be fully recognized and under­ 
stood. It reminds them that through 
the influence of the American Fedora- 
tion of Labor and its subordinate or­ 
ganizations our people have learned the 
great secret of effective organization 
and self help, so that today 2,OOO,UK) 
American working men and women are 
united through the unions of their re­ 
spective crafts seeking the advance­ 
ment of their own rights and interests 
as members of the commonwealth, and 
thereby the moral and material better­ 
ment of American society. 
“Resolved, That we hereby reaffirm 
our faith in the superior effectiveness of 
trade union organization, and we warn 
our fellow workers everywhere against 
the dangerous fallacy involved in the 
dangerous system known as industrial 
organization. 
Experience has taught 
us that the only system of united ac­ 
tion among the masses of the working 
people, which at once promotes solidity 
in the ranks of labor and secures the 
continued interest of the individual in 
collective effort, is that which induces 
united action through membership in 
craft organization. 
“Resolved, That we enter our solemn 
protest against the so-called labor or­ 
ganization now contemplated 
to be 
formed in Chicago on the ruins of the 
Western Labor Union, to be designated 
as the American Industrial Union. The 
inevitable tendency of such a movement, 
if not the actual purpose designed by its 
promoters, is to divide and disrupt labor 
organizations in America. 
“Resolved, That while the permanency 
and success of our movement must ever 
depend on the loyalty and devotion of 
its component members, this convention 
is unwilling to adjourn without giving 
expression to the high esteem and grat­ 
itude with which its members, and 
those whom they represent, regard the 
present executive head of tile American 
Federation of Labor, Samuel Compers, 
of all the able and devoted men who 
have championed the cause of union la­ 
bor in the greatest measure has borne 
the heat and burden of the day. 
Through his unceasing zeal and devo­ 
tion backed by the splendid intellectual 
resources which he has brought to the 
services of our cause, he has, in the 
judgment of this convention, done more 
than any other individual whatever, to 
earn for it the great measure of public 
acceptance and success which has been 
achieved with his leadership. 


M. Mogan of Minneapolis wanted the 
names of other labor leaders inserted, j 
who he said were deserving of as much 
praise as President Gompers. He then 
went into an extended tirade against 
the American Federation of Labor, and 
held that as the American Federation 
of Labor used certain methods to de­ 
throne the Knights of Labor, so the con­ 
templated industrial union of America 
would dethrone the A. F. of L. 
These remarks were not taken kindly 
by the trades unionists in the conven­ 
tion, and Secretary McEwen who had 
waited for some delegate to answer, 
stepped to the platform and made an 
impassioned speech in defense of the 
American Federation of Labor. “I arn 
surprised,” he said, “that the remarks of 
the delegate should go unchallenged in 
a convention of trades unionists. Mr. 
Mogan has stated a positive untruth. 
He has said that the Federation was not 
progressive, when it is known that an 
industrial organization policy is being 
adopted as fa^t as the law of progress 
will permit. 
In many international or 
ganizations this policy is being agreed 
to. 
When any delegate in this conven­ 
tion casts any reflection upon Samuel 
Gompers he is casting it upon the great­ 
est living labor leader, whose brains and 
intellectual resources have made the 
movement what it is today, and who re­ 
fuses to nibble at the bait of the ghost 
dancers who wish to destroy the labor 
movement, and build upon its ruins a 
monument to their impracticable dreams 
and fancies. I hold that Samuel Gom­ 
pers, that little Napoleon of the labor 
movement, is deserving of the support 
of this convention during this trying 
hour, when the enemies within its ranks 
are endeavoring to destroy the result of 
twenty-five years of effort.” 
That the convention was in entire ac­ 
cord with the remarks of Secretary Mc­ 
Ewen was evident from the hearty ap 
plause he received and from the large 
vote cast for the endorsement of the 
resolutions. 
The federation decided to ask the A 
F. of L. to provide an organizer to work 
in Minnesota in the interests of the 
state organization, he to be paid in part 
by each organization and to work under 
the direction of the state federation of­ 
ficials. The incoming officers will take 
the m atter up with the A. F. of L. off! 
cials and arrangements will likely be 
made to start a campaign in the inter­ 
ests of organized labor immediately. 
The federation is anxious to make a 
record the coming year, and it is said 
an organizer will be placed in the field 
whether an arrangement is made with 
the A. F. of L. or not. 
A request from President Gompers 
that factory inspectors be placed in uni 
form resulted in a resolution being pass 
ed asking the state labor bureau officials 
to take steps to secure compliance with 
the idea. 
Convict labor and prison made good 
came in for some attention at the hands 
of the convention, and it was determin 
ed, if possible to in some manner have 
all prison-made products marked so as 
to distinguish them from that of free 
labor.

grants from foreign countries was taken 
up, and in a speech in which ho intro­ 
duced statistics to bear out his asser 
tions, A. C Bainbridge presented some 
things on tho 
immigration question 
which were interesting. 
Ile held that 
steps should be taken at once to stop 
unrestricted immigration of cheap Jap 
anese and Korean labor. The western 
country, he said, was suffering because 
of the importation of foreigners who 
threatened to drive the common labor­ 
er of the west out of business entirely. 
Thomas Van Lear, in commenting upon 
the remarks of Mr. Bainbridge, called 
attention to the conditions in the fac­ 
tory districts of the south, where, he 
said, things were equally bad. 
A resolution called attention to the 
questionable tactics being employed by 
the representatives of the American La 
bor Union in their anxiety to gain a 
foothold in American Federation of La­ 
bor territory. 
Further on the dele­ 
gates were warned to beware of so­ 
called industrial organizations, which 
were characterized as enemies of labor 
unions. 
The 
International 
Typographical 
Union was assured of support from the 
federation in the following resolution 
endorsing the eight hour day, which 
wTill be inaugurated on Jan. I, 1900. 
Whereas, The International Typo 
graphical Union in convention assem­ 
bled in the city of St. Louis in August, 
1904, requested from the National Typo- 
thetae in convention assembled in the 
same city, a conference looking to the 
securing of an eight hour day for the 
book and job printers, and, 
Whereas, The Typographical conven­ 
tion, after the T> pothetae conventionre- 
fused to consider in any way the propo­ 
sition, adopted a resolution to submit 
to the referendum whether or not on 
Jan. I, 190(5. a demand would be made 
for an eight hour day, and, 
“Whereas, The referendum vote re­ 
sulted in an overwhelming majority for 
the eight hour day, and as a result on 
Jan. I, HMX), the eight hour day will be 
demanded in every book and job office 
under the direction of the I. T. U., and, 
“Whereas, The American Federation 
in convention assembled unanimously 
endorsed the action of tho Typography 
cal Union in their demands and pledged 
an assessment on the membership to as­ 
sist the printers in case of trouble, 
therefore be it 
“Resolved, That we the delegates to 
the annual convension of the State Fed 
eration of Labor do hereby endorse the 
action of the Typographical Union in 
their just demands for the eight bour 
hour day, and pledge to them our sup­ 
port. Be it further, 
“Resolved, That we endorse the action 
of the American Federation of Labor in 
levying an assessment to assist the I. T. 
U., and pledge to the Typographical 
Unions in the State of Minnesota our 
financial support and assure them that 
should such support be desired it will 
be responded to liberally and promptly 
“Resolved, That the delegates to this 
convention be hereby instructed to urge 
upon their respective unions to do all in 
their power to increase the demand for 
the label of the Allied Printing Trades 
Councils.” 
Mr. John J. Stonsteby presented the 
case of the Chicago striking garment 
workers in an address before the con 
vention. 
He went over the trouble 
from the beginning, and at the close of 
the address a collection was taken up 
which netted $93.(50. Mr. Sonsteby will 
remain in Minnesota for some time and 
visit labor unions in the interests of the 
strikers. 
The following telegram was sent 
Samuel Gompers by Secretary W. E 
McEwen: 
“Our State Federation, 
convention assembled, supported a reso 
lution reaffirming its indorsement 
the position of the Flour Mill Em 
ployoes in the Washburn-Crosby mat 
ter.

There was a warm session this morn­ 
ing when the convention opened. 
Pres 
ident Dix announced that the election 
of officers could not be taken up at this 
time as he believed the report of the 
committee on constitution preceded this 
order of business. 
The resolution which created the ex­ 
citement was the one amending Sec. I, 
Art. 5. It provides that the Federation 
council shall conduct most of its busi­ 
ness by correspondence and shall not 
meet oftener than once in three months, 
unless directed by order of the presi­ 
dent, who is empowered to call a meet­ 
ing of the council whenever the busi­ 
ness of the Fede ration warrants. 
The 
council shall consist of a president and 
vice president from each congressional 
district in the state where there are 
unions represented on the roster. 
This point of having a representative 
in each congressional district was the 
one which brought forth the storm of 
opposition from twin city members, and 
there was a hot time, charges of “gag” 
rule etc., being flung out. 
Instead of taking up the election of 
officers all the time this morning was 
taken up in discussion. 
When the proposition to amend had 
been discussed pro and con all the morn­ 
ing a motion was made that the coven- 
tion proceed to vote. I t required a two 
thirds rote to carry the amendment, and 
when the votes were counted those fa 
voring the proposition lacked just eight 
votes.
